DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claiml rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

An "is" seems to be needed at line 4, before "contained". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims1,2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by ROELOFS et al 

75. 

See page 582-100% trans acetate and alcohol were mixed at 90:10, thus meeting claim 
1 . Attractancy iof males was demonstrated; thus, no mating could occur. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
BECKER et al 5002971 . 

See column 2-the acetate to alcohol encompasses the instant 90:10 or more, and the 
ratios of E/Z also are encompassed. Mating disruption from container placement in the 
fields is shown (column 2, lines 12-34) at >300 dispensers/ha (lines 36-41). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

ROELOFS et al 75 in view of RAMA et al WO 01/26462 



The ROELOFS pheromones were effective, but claim 3 was not evident. RAMA shows 
this method for any pheromones (page 7) ,thus obvious to use to control twig 
borers by using twig borer pheromone mix of ROELOF placed at over 300 
points/hectare in the RAMA dispensers. Motivation to combine the twig borer 
pheromones, with a dispenser, is the availability of pheromone dispensers as 
means to apply an effective , controlling amount of pheromone, in order to utilize 
the specific pheromones to control a specific pest of interest, twig borer.
